THE DECLARATION ON SOUTHERN AFRICA, HE AND KIKHIA (LIBYA) 

HAD DISCOURAGED ANY FURTHER ACTION ON THE DECLARATION AT THIS TIME. 
RAMPHUL NOTED THAT THE SC DEBATE ON BENIN S COMPLAINT HAD 
DIVIDED THE AFRICAN GROUP AND THAT FURTHER NEGOTIATIONS ON THE 
DECLARATION WOULD ONLY (SOUR THE ATMOSPHERE.' 1 HE THOUGHT 
IT BEST THAT WE AGREE TO HALT WORK ON THE DECLARATION FOR THE 
TIME BEING; IN RETURN, THE AFRICANS WOULD AGREE NOT TO PRESS 
THEIR RESOLUTIONS AT THIS TIME. JAIPAL (INDIA), WHO 
AGREED WITH THIS ASSESSMENT, INFORMED THE BRITISH 
AND CANADIAN AMBASSADORS OF THE RECOMMENDATION. (CONFI-

2. OPENING OF ENMOD CONVENTION- 

SYG'S OFFICE HAS MADE LOW-KEY INQUIRY AS TO WHETHER 
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IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO DELAY OPENING OF ENMOD CONVENTION BY 
ONE DAY, I.E., TO MAY 19. THEY SAID WALDHEIM WOULD VERY 
MUCH LIKE TO ATTEND THE CEREMONY, BUT MIGHT BE UNABLE TO DO SO 
BECAUSE HE HOPES TO ATTEND THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE AND WOULD 
BE UNABLE TO RETURN TO GENEVA BY MAY 18. IF ARRANGEMENTS COULD 
BE MADE TO DELAY THE SIGNING SO WALDHEIM CAN ATTEND, HE 
WOULD ALSO HOPE TO MEET WITH THE SECRETARY AND GROMYKO 
FOR SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSIONS. AS SOON AS DATE SETTLED, 

SECRETARIAT WILL CIRCULATE NOTE TO ALL UN MEMBERS INFORMING 
THEM OF PLANS AND TRANSMITTING OFFICIAL COPIES OF CONVENTION

3. TURKISH CYPRIOT LEADER CHELIK'S CAT,!.— 

DURING COURTESY CALL ON AMB LEONARD. TURKSIH CYPRIOT LEADER 
CHELIK NOTED SATISFACTION WITH HIS VISIT TO WASHINGTON, AND 
SAID TURKISH/CYPRIOT SIDE WILL TRY TO MAKE HEADWAY AT MAY ROUND 
OF TALKS THROUGH CLARIFICATION OF BOTH CONSTITUTIONAL AND TERRI- 
TORIAL PROPOSALS. REFERRING TO THE CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION, 

HE COMMENTED THAT EVERYTHING PLACED ON THE TABLE IS OPEN 
TO ALTERNATIVE PROPOSALS AND "WE UNDERSTAND THE GREEK POSITION 
ON THE MAP IS NOT TO BE CONSIDERED AS FINAL." HE REMARKED 
THAT THE GREEK SIDE SEEMED DESIROUS OF PROLONGING A RESOLUTION 
OF THE CYPRUS PROBLEM THROUGH LINKING IT TO THE AEGEAN DISPUTE. 
LEONARD UNDERSCORED IMPORTANCE OF FORWARD MOVEMENT AT MAY 
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TALKS AND AGREED WITH CHELIK THAT IT WAS UNHELPFUL FOR BOTH SIDES 
TO ATTEMPT TO SCORE PROPAGANDA POINTS THROUGH AN AIRING OF 
THEIR POSITIONS IN INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS. (CON- 
FIDENTIAL— U SUN 1256) 

4. SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT- 

THE MEXICAN DELEGATION HAS SUBMITTED AN UNACCEPTABLE DRAFT 
AMENDMENT TO OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 2 OF DRAFT RESOLUTION IV 
RECOMMENDED IN THE REPORT OF THE COMMISSION FOR SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 
THE RESOLUTION RELATES TO "COORDINATION OF THE RESULTS OF THE 
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WORLD CONFERENCES IN THE FIELD OF SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT IN THE 1970’S," 
AND THE AMENDMENT WOULD ADD THE PHRASE "WITHIN THE FRAMEWORK 
OF THE NIEO" AT THE END OF OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 2. 

THE YUGOSALVS PLAN TO SUBMIT AMENDMENTS TO DRAFT RESOLUTION X, 
WHICH IS THE US PROPOSAL ON CREATION OF A WORKING GROUP TO 
STUDY THE FUTURE ROLE OF SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT WITHIN THE UN. THE 
YUGOSALVS ARE CONCERNED THAT WE ARE ATTMEPTING TO PREJUDGE 
THE OUTCOME OF THE 32ND GA DEBATE ON PREPARATION FOR A NEW 
INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY. THE AIM OF THEIR AMENDMENTS 
WOULD BE TO PREVENT THE GROUP FROM MEETING PRIOR TO THE 32ND 
GA; HOWEVER, AS PRESENTED THE AMENDMENTS WOULD NOT 
PRECLUDE MEETING BUT ONLY PUT OFF A DECISION AS TO WHEN THE 
FINDINGS SHOULD BE SUBMITTED TO ECOSOC AND THE GA. AS A RESULT 
OF CONSULTATIONS. US DEL HAD ALREADY TABLED AMENDMENTS WHICH 
WOULD CALL FOR SUBMISSION OF THE GROUP REPORT TO THE 64TH 
ECOSOC AND 33RD GA RATHER THAN RESUMED 63RD ECOSOC AND 32ND 
GA. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE-USUN 1248, 1255) 
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5. ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL- 

DEBATE IN ECOSOC ON THE DECADE TO COMBAT RACISM AND RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION HEATED UP ON APRIL 25. IN DEPARTURE FROM THE 
RELATIVELY MILD TONE OF EARLIER DECADE STATEMENTS THIS SESSION, 

ISRAELI AMB HERZOG, CLAIMING TO BE RESPONDING TO EARLIER IRAQI 
STATEMENT, DELIVERED A SHARP ATTACK ON IRAQ, ACCUSING 
THAT COUNTRY OF PRACTICING RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AGAINST ITS 
KURDISH POPULATION AND CHARACTERIZING IT AS A "BRUTAL 
RACIST REGIME WHICH HAS THE EFFRONTERY TO EVEN APPEAR 
BEFORE AN INTERNATIONAL HUMAN RIGHTS CONFERENCE". HERZOG 
ALSO CRITICIZED THE REPORT OF THE DECADE CONFERENCE PRE- 
PARATORY COMMITTEE AND THUS OPENED THE DOOR FOR A THOROUGH 
DISCUSSION OF THE REPORT, WHICH DEO DELEGATIONS HAD HOPED 
TO AVOID. IRAQ MADE A BRIEF REPLY. PLO OBSERVER TERZI, WHO 
SAID HE HAD NOT PLANNED TO SPEAK BUT FELT COMPELLED TO DO SO 
AFTER THE ISRAELI STATEMENT, ACCUSED ISRAEL OF PURPOSELY 
ADDING CONTROVERSY TO THE "SMOOTH AND CONSTRUCTIVE" TONE OF 
DEBATE AND OF "RESOLRTING TO A DIATRIBE" TO ACHIEVE THAT. 

STATEMENTS OF OTHER DELEGATIONS DELIVERED AFTER THE ISRAELI SPEECH 
WERE SOMEWHAT HARSHER (THE MAURITANIAN MADE THE FIRST MENTION 
THIS SESSION OF AN ALLEGED "PRETORIA-TEL AVIV AXIS"), 

BUT THE LEVEL OF RHETORIC COMPARED TO PREVIOUS DEBATES ON 
THIS SUBJECT REMAINED LOW. 

THE NIGERIAN ACCUSED "CERTAIN UN MEMBERS" OF COLLABORATION 
WITH RACIST REGIMES AND CALLED FOR UN MILITARY, ECONOMIC 
AND POLITICAL SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTHERN AFRICAN REGIMES. 

THE JAPANESE DELEGATE URGED THAT THE CONFERENCE BE ORGANIZED SO "AS 
MANY COUNTRIES AS POSSIBLE" COULD PARTICIPATE. THE UGANDAN LIKENED 
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THE FATE OF THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TO THAT OF BLACKS IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA. OTHER SPEAKERS WERE REPRESENTATIVES OF POLAND, 

GREECE, AFGHANISTAN, SUDAN, BULGARIA AND PAKISTAN. (LIMITED OFFI- 
CIAL USE-USUN 1247)

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APRIL 26, ECOSOC COMPLETED CONSIDERATION OF RESTRUCTURING OF

6. IFAD/ECOSOC DRAFT RELATIONSHIP AGREEMENT- 

INFORMAL ECOSOC CONSIDERATION OF IFAD TEXT CONTINUES, 

AIDED BY THE PRESENCE OF IFAD PREPARATORY COMMISSION CHAIRMAN AL- 
SUDEARY AND HIS TWO VICE CHAIRMEN. COMMITTEE MEETINGS SCH- 
EDULED FOR APRIL 25 AND 26 WERE QUICKLY ADJOURNED TO ALLOW AL-SU- 
DEARY TIME TO CONSULT EXTENSIVELY WITH THE G-77, AND BRIEFLY 
WITH CATEGORY I MEMBERS OF ECOSOC NEGOTIATING COMMITTEE. 

DURING THE LATTER, HE INDICATED EXPECTATION THAT G-77 SUGG- 
ESTIONS FOR AMENDMENTS WOULD BE SUBSTANTIALLY TONED DOWN.

7. COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

THE COMMISSION BEGAN DISCUSSION APRIL 26 OF THE TECH- 
NICAL COOPERATION PROGRAM BEING UNDERTAKEN ON ITS BEHALF 
BY THE UN CENTER ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS, THE COMMISSION S 
SECRETARIAT, AND HEARD THE VIEWS OF INDIA, COLOMBIA, VENEZUELA, 

JAPAN, SOVIET UNION, US, NIGERIA, ARGENTINA, ECUADOR, SWEDEN, 

KUWAIT, IRAN AND THE UK. SANDERS (NETHERLANDS) WAS ELECTED 
AS SECOND VICE CHAIRMAN AND FIGUERERO (ARGENTINA) AS 
RAPPORTEUR. 

INDIA, COLOMBIA, JAPAN, ARGENTINA AND IRAN APPRECIATED THE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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WORK UNDERWAY IN THE FIELD OF TECHNICAL COOPERATION. INDIA 
AND VENEZUELA FAVORED A CLOSE WORKING RELATINSHIP WITH REG- 
IONAL COMMISSIONS, AND NIGERIA HOPED THE ROLE OF THE ECONOMIC 
COMMISSION FOR AFRICA IN THIS FIELD WOULD BE STRENTHENED. 

IN THE VIEW OF NIGERIA, ARGENTINA, ECUADOR AND IRAN TECH- 
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NICAL EXPERTISE OF THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES SHOULD BE EMPLOYED TO THE 
MAXIMUM POSSIBLE EXTENT. THE SOVIET REPRESENTATIVE CALLED 
FOR MORE EXPERTS FROM SOCIALIST COUNTRIES. HE THOUGHT THAT THE 
SECERETARIAT DOCUMENT GAVE THE IMPRESSION THAT THE PROGRAM 
WAS AIMED AT STRENGTHENING THE CAPABILITY OF TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS VIS-A-VIS THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, AND 
DECLARED THAT THE UN TECHNICAL COOPERATION ACTIVITIES MUST 
BE EFFECTIVE TO ELIMINATE THE UNCONTROLLED ACTIVITIES OF TRANS- 
NATIONAL CORPORATIONS AND THE NEGATIVE ASPECTS OF THOSE ACTIVITIES. 
JAPAN BELIEVED THAT THE CENTER'S WORK SHOULD BE DIRECTED 
AT ENHANCING THE POSITIVE AND REDUCING THE NEGATIVE EFFECTS 
OF THE OPERATIONS OF SUCH CORPORATIONS. 

USDEL (RUBIN) WAS CONCERNED AT THE POSSIBLE INVOLVEMENT OF 
THE CENTER IN DIRECT NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN DEVELOPING COUNTRIES 
AND TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS AND AT THE PROSPECT OF UN 
PERSONNEL ACTING AS ADVOCATES ON BEHALF OF EITHER PARTY 
TO ANY NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN CORPORATIONS AND DEVELOPING COUN- 
TRIES. HE SAID IT WAS NECESSARY THAT THE ROLE OF EXPERTS BE 
CAREFULLY DEFINED AND THAT THEY MAINTAIN A NEUTRAL POSTURE. 

THE CENTER S TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM SHOULD BE AIMED 
AT PROGRESSIVELY INCREASING THE OVERALL CAPACITY OF THE COUNTRIES 
IN THEIR DEALINGS WITH TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS, BUT DIRECT 
CENTER INVOLVEMENT IN ACTUAL NEGOTIATIONS WAS NOT ADVISABLE. 

RUBIN HOPED THE CENTER WOULD PROVIDE MORE SPECIFIC INFORMATION 

ON PRECISELY WHAT WAS UNDER WAY IN ITS PROGRAM AND THAT IT 

WOULD BE POSSIBLE FOR THE CENTER TO INFORM GOVERNMENTS ON 

ITS WORK IN THIS AREA AT MORE FREQUENT INTERVALS. SWEDEN 

ALSO REFERRED TO THE IMPORTANCE OF THE CENTER INFORMING 

THE COMMISSION OF TIS ACTIVITIES IN THE TECHNICAL COOPERATION FIELD. 
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ARGENTINA (FIGUERERO) DID NOT SHARE USDEL'S CONCERN THAT THE 
SECRETARIAT REPORT IMPLIED THAT THE STAFF OF THE CENTER WOULD 
BE INVOLVED IN ACTUAL NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN TRANSNATIONAL 
COOPERATIONS AND COUNTRIES. HE FELT THE COMMISSION SHOULD SET 
UP AN INFORMAL "ROUND-TABLE" FOR AN EXCHANGE OF VIEWS ON 
VARIOUS ASPECTS BEFORE IT WHICH REQUIRED FURTHER CONSIDERATION. 

UKDEL (MUELLER) HOPED THE CENTER WOULD CLARIFY ITS 
PRECISE ROLE IN THE PROVISION OF TECHNICAL COOPERATION, SAID 
IT WOULD NOT BE APPROPRIATE FOR THE UN OR ITS STAFF TO PLAY AN 
ACTIVE ROLE IN SPECIFIC NEGOTIATIONS UNLESS FUNDED BY THE 
PARTY CONCERNED, AND STATED THE COMMISSION NEEDED AN 
INCREASED CAPABILITY TO EVALUATE THE CENTER'S TECHNICAL 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS.

DOOR OF MISSION WAS FORCED OPEN AND $2,000 REMOVED FROM
